Athens, a child was born, who was 
destined to

leader of his 
people against their 


oppressors, as , well ns the greatest J 


rhetorician and orator the world has 
ever known. 


Demosthenes, son of D^mostlienes. 
iie sword maker of Athens", was, 


as a child, weak and sickly, his physi- 
cal condition being such as to cause 
his youthful companions to 
deride 


his appearance and ridicule his man- 
ners. Left an orphan at the early 
age of seven, he was robbed by bis 
guardians of the greater portion of 
tlie large fortune amassed by his pa- 
rents and was almost totally neglect- 
ed by them, so that he was largely 
deprived of those educational advan- 
tages to which his wealth and posi- 
tion should have naturally entitled 
him. and which 
was granted 
the 


youth of his station at that ume. 


His first inspiration to oratory was 


received by hearing Callistratus, the 
orator, who was then at the height of 
his fame, plead the cause of Oropus 
in open court. The power of his elo- 
quence and the admiration and glory 
which Callistratus gained 
through 


his successful pleading, inspired the 
youth, Demosthenes, to emulate his 
example, and be determined to be- 
come himself, an orator, who should 
likewise be able by his eloquence, to 
influence and sway all men. 


The magnitude of the task he thus 


set himself, can be more readily un- 
derstood! when we consider that his 
physical defects were so many and 
great as to make it seem absurd for 


to hope ever to achieve the high 


which he set 
for himself 


e orators of his day, than 


;reater have ever lived. 


He had a weak and efflminate voice 
which he strengthened by running up 
bill -while speaking, aud hy declaim- 
ing on the seashore uulil he acquired 
sufficient strength to make 
himself 


heard above the sound of the roaring 
wares; an awkward habit of shrug- 
ging one shoulder was overcome by 
suspending a drawn sword over it; a 
marked stammering of 
his speech 


was corrected by the -persistent use 
of pebbles which he placed 
in bis 


mouth; a bad habit of grimacing 
while speaking was overcome by de- 
claiming before a mirror for months; 
while his pung and fragile body was 
strengthened by 
persistent physical 


exercise. 
He constructed 
a 
room 


underground where he 
studied 
for 


months, and in order that he might 
not be tempted to go abroad 
while 


so employed, he shaved one-half of 
his head. In this room he copied all 
the orations recorded in the history 
of Thucydides ten times, in order 
that he might acquire a style which 
should be pure and forcible, and so 
successful was he in this effort "that 
mankind have"—as one writer puts 
it,—"by common consent, yielded to 
him the palm of unrivalled excellence 
in oratory." One prominent author 
says the following of his oratory: "It 
remains only to say that the general 
consensus 
of ancient 
and 
modern 


opinion is, that Demosthenes was the 
supreme 'figure in the brilliant line of 
orators of antiquity. 
The chief gen- 


eral characteristics in 
all 
Demos- 


thenes' public oratory 
are 
a 
sus- 


tained intensity and a merciless di- 


rectness. 
Swift as waves before a 


sra!•;.' every word bears straight to- 
ward the final goal of its -purpose. 
We are hardly conscious even of the 
artistic taste which fits each phrase, 
sentence and episode, to the higher 
occasion as well as to each other. 
Indeed, we lose the rhetorician, alto- 
gether, in the devoted pleader, 
the 


patriot, the self-forgetful chief of a 
noble, but losing cause. 
His careful 


study of the great orators who had 
preceded him. undoubtedly 
taught 


him much, yet it was his own origin- 
al and creative power, lodged in a 
far-sighted, 
generous 
and 
fearless 


nature, that enabled him to leave to 
mankind a series of forensic master- 
pieces, hardly rivaled in any age or 
country." 


In the year 358 B. C., Philip of 


Macedonia made an 
alliance 
with 


Olynthus for the express purpose of 
driving the Athenians from the Mace- 
edonian shores; 
-Demosthenes, who 


foresaw the gravest danger to his 
country from the Macedonian 
king, 


bitterly opposed him. endeavoring in 
every way to cripple his power and 


j extend the influence of Athens. This 
j he accomplished largely through his 
orations, and as oratorical pictures 
of the political state of Greece 
at 


that time, his Olynthian orations, his 
four Philipics, are without parallel. 
Philip used to say that he, feared 
him more than all the fleets and 
armies of Athens, and that he "had 
no enemy tout Demosthenes." 
This

Grodno, Western llussia, Juno 20. 


—The anti-Jewish rioting at Bialy- 
stok is now ended. The tvoops are 
in full control aud in view of the out- 
cry raised it is certain that the au- 
thorities will not permit a renewal o~l 
the horrors recenty witnessed. 


When the correspondent of the As 


sociated Press arrived at 
Eialystol; 


Sunday morning the worst was 
al- 


ready over, but on all sides there was 
revolting evidence of savage bestial- 
ity on the part of the blood-drunken 
mobs, which sacked and burned the 
Jewish, houses, shops and stores. For

hours, 
with 
a

aba to-incut daring the daytime,

mad orgic of blood and pillage went 
on rnchccked. 
At first police and 


troops urjreci on the mob. but flnal'.j 
•when dismayed by the bloody deed:- 
accomplished, they lelurtantly sought 
to obey the oideis of tlifwr superiors- 
to put an end to the v,-oi-k a* rspac 
ices l;and of rou5>.s who were so fas 
beyond control of the local

that regiment after regiment had t<

During the rioting the Jews were

not content with killing their vic- 
tims, but tore them to pieces.

v.'Mlc this was in progress the troops 
either stood idly by. or, as was more 
frequently the case, fired into 
the 


houses and shops where Jews were 
conceald, midr the pretest that they 
believed them to be revolutionists. 
The visits of the correspondents and 
cemeteries enables him to approxi- 
mate the killed at 100 Jews and 20 
•Christians and the wounded at 150 
Jews and seven Christians. 


The cause of the original massacie

though many of the Jews denied that 
a bomb was thrown at the orthodox 
procession Thursday 
in 
honor of 


Corpus Christ! day, the fart that a 
bomb was thrown is established 1 r- 
yond a doubt.

The acounts of impartial w i t 
nesses, however, demonstrate that an 
Insulting cry enraged the Jews, who 
attacked the

ious fanaticism of the Christians and 
setting loose the worst elements up- 
on the JCRS. The Jews at first finish! 
•with revolvers and bombs, but they 
were overwhelmed and fled for shel- 
ter.

\\ho wanted to do something to stop 
the massacre were, witht he police 
and troops in open sympathy with 
the mob, utterly powerless.

NICE ASPARAGUS DISHES.

The Ladles' World ha* an Inter- 


esting article by Mary Foster Snider 
giving direction on bow to cook aspar- 
agug in different ways and make sav- 
ory dishes. Attention is called to the 
fact that difficult)' is often experienced 
in properly cooking this vegetable. It 
to suggested by this writer that if the 
stalks are cut Into equal length and 
then stood upright in the sauce par. 
after being in.inersed in water to «wo- 
ibirds of the way to the tips so that 
the latter is cooked by the steam only, 
there is less danger of over cooking 
the tips while the- butts are not un- 
derdone. A half hour cooking is saia 
to be enough by this method, unless 
the butts arc unusually tough. 
Of 


course the coarse butts should always 
be "removed. 


Asparagus Soup. — Wash a large 


bunch, of asparagus, cut off the tips. 
cover the stalks with cold water, and 
boil five minutes, then drain. Then 
cover with three pints of soup stock 
and add a third of the reserved tips. 
Cook until the asparagus is 
soft 


enough to press through a sieve or 
colander, and leave only the fiber be- 
hind; then return the soup and pulp 
to the fire, season to taste and bring 
it to a boil; drop in the remainder of 
the tips, which have been cooked 
gently in another saucepan until ten- 
der. 
Heat one cupful of cream 
or 


rich milk in another boiler, and thick- 
en with two level tablespoonfuls each 
of flour and butter rubbed smoothly 
together; add to the soup and let boii 
a few minutes longer, then serve at 
once with croutons. 


Cream of Asparagus Soup. — Cook one 


bunch of asparagus in one quart of wa- 
ter with a sprig of onions. When the 
asparagus is tender, rub all through a 
sieve, mashing and rubbing -through 
all tut tbe fiber. Return the pulp anu 
soup to the fire, season with salt, white 
pepper and celery salt, and add one 
pint of milk. 
Let it come to a boil, 


thicken with one level tablespoonful 
each of flour and butter rubbed smooth- 
lv together, and simmer ten minutes 
longer. 


Escal'oped Asparagus.— Boil aspara- 


gus until 
tender, 
then 
drain, and 


place a layer in a buttered baking disl 
which has been well sprinkled -with 
bread-crumbs. Sprinkle the aspara-re. •, 
with chopped hard-boiled eggs, ppppei 
salt and grated cheese, and proceed ir. 
this v/ay until a pan is full, having the 
top layer of asparagus. Pour over it 
a cupful of Thin white sauce, spnn.-Jc 
with buttered crumb?, and brown deli- 
cately in a hot oven. 


Asparagus in Baskets. — Make good 


baking powder biscuits, hollow ihcn; 
out, and fill with creamed asparagus 
Serve very hot 
with 
cream 
sauce

Asparagus with TSggs.— Boil aspara- 


gus until tender, then place in a. but- 
tered baMn~-disn; 
season delicately 


with salt, pepper, end a pinch of nut- 
meg. Beat the yolks of four eggs un- 
til light, add two tablespoonfuls of 
cream, two level teaspoonfuls of but- 
ter, n little more seasoning, and tho 
whites of the eggs beaten to a froth. 
Pour over the aspararus. set in a hot 
oven, and bake until the eggs are set 


Asparagus Salad. — ke cooked aspar- 


agus tips and mix them lightly with 
lincly-minced youn-j onion. Serve ice- 
cold in little nests of tender lettuce 
leaves with a little French dressing 
poured over. A cream mayonnaise is 
also a delightful accompaniment, ind 
especially if the iced asparagus tips 
are mixed with an equal amount of 
iced green peas. 


Chicken Asparagus Cases. — Mash ono 


cupful of cold cooked asparagus with 
one cupful of hot mashed potatoes, ado 
one-half cupful of fine 
dry 
bread- 


crumbs, salt and pepper to taste, am' 
two woll-beaten eggs. Form into litt'p 
boxes or oaskcts, b-ush with soft but- 
ter, sprinkle well with fine bread- 
crumhs. -and set in a hot oven until 
healed through. Fill with diced creamed 
chicken or veal, which has been kept 
hot on the top of the stovo, and serve 
at once. 
Careful handling is ncces- 


sarv with these pretty and delicious 
little cases. — Prairie Farmer. 


AN ATTRACTIVE PORCH. 


Bow a Simple Householder with a 


Small Porch Can Give It an Out* 


doer Appearance. 


80 many of our leisure hours are 


spent on the porch In summer that it 
is of great importance to have it as at- 
tractive and convenient as possible. 
It 1« much harder to make a small 
porch attractive than a large 
one. 


where well-designed pieces of furni- 
ture look well against a delightful set- 
ting of trees and vines, but in the 
suburban districts the housekeeper of 
little means has many problems to be 
solved. It is necessary to bring the 
outdoor feeling as much as possible 
on to the porch. 


Pots of growing plants, or boxes 


fastened on to tbe woodwork of the 
porch, serve as a screen from passers- 
by, and are always attractive to those 
sitting on the porch. These can be 
covered with pieces of Virginia cork 
nailed irregularly against the sides of 
the boxes, and give a very attractive 
rustic appearance. 


Fern baskets may also be hung in 


the spaces between the posts, and on 
the posts themselves little brackets 
can be placed, one above tbe other, for 
holding pots of growing flowers. 


Another holder of flowers seldom 


seen, would be one of the Japanese 
bamboos, which must be nailed to the 
posts, and can either be filled with 
water, and have fresh flowers placed 
in them, or can be filled with soil, and 
contain some quickly growing creep- 
ers planted in the openings, giving a 
most attractive appearance to the set- 
ting of the porch. 


The large growing plants placed on 


the floor, either in a corner or near 
the steps, are always an attractive 
addition, and this is usually the only 
decoration found on the average porch. 


The largest size of lard buckets can 


be planted dark green, and these can 
be placed on the grass and in front 
Of tbe porch, and if they are kept 
filled 
with 
growing 
nasturtiums, 


would bloom during the hot months. 
Three of them in front of the porch 
would give quite an air to a modest 
porch, and one would feel indeed that 
one had a pleasant garden, without 
the trouble of breaking one's back to 
plant the seeds and "care for them. If 
preferred, they could simply be used 
as receptacles for the flower pots, 
holding the plants which have been 
indoors during the winter months. 


Chinese vegetable baskets are. even 


more decorative if they can be pro- 
cured, as they are low and wide. If 
more contrivances were thought out 
for comfort, many things could 
be 


done outdoors which are usually done 
in the house.—Chicago Inter Ocean.

BURNING MINES OF UTAH. 


Veins of Coal That Have BMD Afire 


: 
Sine* They W«re Discovered 


; 
by White Men. 


Through a long line of cliff* from 


Colorado to central Utah, and then 
southwest toward Arizona, extensive 
beds of coal are tound. and recent geo- 
logical investigation into this 
coal 


formation of the far west has devel- 
oped m-hat any 
L-S termed 
burning 


mountains, or coa! beds, a fire with 
surface indications of constant com- 
bustion for agos past. 


These coal fields of Utah are some- 


what widely separated, and even the 
known fields have been comparatively 
little explored; therefore very little is 
known of their productive area. 


The edges of these beds come to the 


surface in these cliffs nearly 1.000 feet 
above tbe bordering desert, and io 
ages past this coal has burned into 
the mountain cliffs until smothered by 
the accumulations of ashes and cover- 
ing 
of 
superincumbent rocks. 
In 


places the heat of this burning coal 
has been so intense as to melt the 
rocks. 


From surface appearances the fires 


have gone out 5n these cliffs, but at one 
point in the canyon of Prince river, 
where the coal is being mined, tne 
rocks are found to be uncomfortably 
hot and tbe miners were compelled to 
retire for fear the fires would again 
break out. 


Other coal field.; He in the desert 


west of Green river. At two places 
near tributaries of the Fremont river 
the coals are burning, and have been 
without cessation since they were Dis- 
covered by the earliest explorer. The 
origin of these fires has been the sub- 
ject of much speculation. 


Three explanations are commonly 


heard among the Mormons, who in- 
habit this peculiar country where the 
mountains burn, 


• One explanation Is that lightning has 
by chance struck the edges of these 
coal beds at various times since these 
mountains were h'ted up. 


Another Is that forest fires raging in 


the mountains came in contact with ex- 
posed coal. The n:ore thoughtful point 
out that the forests in this desolate re- 
gion are too sparse for forest fires to 
occur. 


Still another ant! more common ex- 


planation is that the 
Indians built 


their campflres under tbe protecting 
ledges of the mountains against the 
coal, and it was thus Ignited. They 
point to the fact that there are ruins 
of the habitations of cliff dwellers here, 
and that in their day the coals began 
to burn. 


COOKING APRICOTS. 


A K«w Dimh. Accidentally 


Which Proved Very Pleating 
i 


and Also Economical. 


: A cook: tbe other day accidental!] 
evolved a. new dish. In stewing aprl 
cots, she found that she bad mow 
juice—widen was really a thick sirup 
so much sugar had been used—than 
she wished to send io tbe table wit* 
the fruit. She therefore soaked a lit 
tie gelatine, and poured over it thf 
hot apricot juice, to which she bad 
added a very little—half * teaspoonfu 
—bitter almond extract. 
When 
tn< 


gelatine was thoroughly dissolved and 
mixed with the juice, she poured the 
mixture in a'mold, using for tbe pur 
pose one of the cake tins that have 
fluted sides &nd a hole in the mid- 
dle. 
The next day she carefully re 


moved the jelly to a rich dark-blue 
platter, where it looked very pretty 
with its orange coloring. 
The hole 


in the center was filled with whipped 
cream, and a dessert sent to tbe fam 
Hy that cost almost nothing of eithei 
money or labor. 
Of course a 
ring 


mold could be used to even better ad- 
vantage. 


A very good shortcake is made fronr 


the best quality of canned apricots. 
Drain the juice away from the fruit 
and cut it in small pieces. Set in a 
warm place, and proceed to mix the 
cake. This calls for one cupful ol 
flour, four teasponfuls of baking pow- 
der, two teaspoonfuls of sugar, and 
half a teaspoonful of salt sifted to 
gether. Into this work four table 
spoonfuls of butter, add three-fourths 
of a cupful of milk, and stir into a 
light dough. Roll in a floured bowl, 
and when one-fourth of an inch thick 
cut into generous squares. Brush the 
squares with melted butter, lay one on 
top of the other, and bake in a hot 
oven. When done, separate tbe pieces, 
spread the fruit between the layers 
and on top, and pile whipped cream 
over all. A sweet sauce which may 
be served with the shortcake is made 
by adding to a cupful of the 
fruit 


juice one tablespoonful of cornstarch 
wet In a little water and boiled for a 
few minutes. 
A tablespoonful of but- 


ter is melted into the sauce and a ta- 
blespoonful of lemon juice is added 
just before serving.—N. Y. Post.

It calls for a pound 
of beef, a cupful of red or white beans, 
one-half cupful of split peas, four to- 
matoes, three carrots, two onions, four 
potatoes, parsley, celery, spinach, a 
cupful of butter, nutmeg, cinnamon, 
pepper, salt, cheese and bread. 
Put 


the beef on covered with cold water 
and add a large pinch of salt. Cut nil 
the vegetables in small pieces, but do 
not chop. When the moat has cooked 
for nearly an hour, put all the vege- 
tables in with the meat except 
the 


potatoes. Allow the soup to cook near- 
ly nil day. 
Twenty minutes before 


serving brown tho onions, cut up line, 
in the butter; remove the pieces o( 
onion nnd add tomatoes; put in 
the 


potatoes, also cut fine; add tomatoes, 
butter, etc., to mcnt and vegetables.

The following is one of the interest- 


ing and valuable bUs of information so 
often to be loiind in the 
Scientific 


American: 


"Did you ever see the diameter of a 


lightning flash measured?" asked a ge- 
ologist. "Well, here is the case which 
once inclosed a flash of lightning, fit- 
ting it exactly, so that you can just 
see how big it wr,s. This is called a 
'fulgurite,' or 'lightning hole,' and 
the material it is made of is glass. I 
will tell you how it was manufactured, 
though it took on'y the fraction ot a 
•second tokturn it cut_ 


"When a bolt or lightning strikes a 


bed of sand it plunges downward into 
the sand for a distance, less or great- 
er, transforming simultaneously into 
glass the silica muterial through which 
it passes. 
Thus, by its great heat, 


it forms at once a glass tube of precise- 
ly its own siz-v 
Now and then such 


a tube, known as a 'fulgurite' is found 
and dug up. 


"Fulgurites have been followed into 


the sand by excnvation for nearly 30 
feet. 
They v^ry in interior diameter 


from the size of a quill to three inches 
or more, according to the bore of the 
flash. But fulgurites are not alone 
produced in sand: they are found also 
in solid rocks, though very naturally 
of a slight depth rmd frequently exist- 
ing merely as a thin, glassy coating 
on the surface. 
Such fulgurites oc- 


cur in astonishing abundance on the 
summit of Little Ararat, in Armenia. 
The rock is soft, and so porous that 
blocks a foot long can be obtained, per- 
forated in all directions by little tubes, 
filled with bottte green glass formed 
from the fused rock."

The former is not as hardy as the 
latter, but in the middle and south- 
ern latitudes it succeeds well 
and 


forms a beautiful mass against a wall. 
The Virginia 
creeper 
is perfectly 


hardy. It will hide ugly stone fences, 
outbuildings and dead trees, trans- 
forming them into things of beauty. 


The rapid growing Virgin's Bower 


is an excellent vine for a veranda, 
giving a dense shade. It presents a 
snowy bank of star-shaped white flow- 
ers of delightful fragrance, which last 
for several weeks. A companion va- 
riety, Clematis coccinea, has rose-col 
ored flowers, which resemble 
half- 


closed rose beds from 
a 
distance. 


The wistaria is a good vine for a 
trellis, but is somewhat coarse for 
most verandas, being better suited for 
the rustic bouse or pergola, where its 
delightful purple flowers hang 
in 


graceful 
profusion. 
The 
Crimson 


Rambler rose vine is perhaps one of 
the surest, hardiest and most satisfac 
tory of vines, admirably suited for 
the veranda or almost any other place. 
It grows rapidly and blooms in great 
abundance. 
Bitter sweet Is an excel- 


lent vine of rich foliage, which 
be- 


comes highly colored in tho autumn 
and is often followed by a mass of 
scarlet fruit, which hangs for a long 
time.—Brooklyn Eagle. 


To Save Table Cloths.

INTERNATIONAL POSTAGE 


The congress of the Universal Pos- 


tal Union has uot lowered interna- 
tional postage to two cents, as it was 
asked to do by a few of the delegates 
nor provided for a single internation- 
al stamp at a uniform 
price. 
At 


present, the countries which have a 
special monetary system, like the Uni- 
ted States and Great Britain, pay a 
little more for 
their 
international 


postage than do the countries where 
the franc, the peseta and the lira and 
their divisions prevail. 
Five cents 


and two-pence half-penny are 
more 


than twenty-five centimes, says the 
New York Mail. 


But a change has been made by 


the congress at Rome which will not 
only be a great relief to the public, 
but will tend to balance the slight 
prejudice against the English-speak- 
ing countries in the price 
of 
the 


stamp. The unit of weight, for the 
five cent international rate, has been 
raised from fifteen to twenty grams, 
and the postage for excess weight has 
been reduced from 25 centimes for 
each twenty grams after the 
first 


charge to 15 centimes. And one ounce 
is taken as the equivalent of twenty- 
five grams, whereas in fact it 
ex- 


ceeds twenty-eight grams. This will 
put the peoples who use the English 
weight standard on a par with the 
other peoples -who now obtain a thou- 
sand "five-cent stamps" for two or 
three dollars less per thousand than 
we do. 


Over charge postage has been 
a 


great burden to Americans traveling 
abroad. Their friends at home have 
never been able to 
appreciate the 


heavy penalizing of under payment, 
which in all cases fajls on the recip- 
ient of the: mail. Not only 
.vill 
* 


greater weight now be carried for 
the first charge, but the pajment re 
quired for excess weight will be less. 


The increase of international mai 


facilities is one of the triumphs o 
civilization, and the success of the 
Universal Postal Union in legislating 
with entire satisfaction, for the whol 
world, points the way toward 
stil 


more important international agree- 
ments.

COMFORT FOR OCEAN VOYAGERS 


The disagreeable features of a voy- 


ag across the ocean have nearly all 
been eliminated. In the earlier days 
when a trip across the Atlantic in 
a sailing vessel meant at least a 
month or two on the water the pleas- 
ures of a voyage, except to the nat- 
ural born sailor, were reduced to the 
enjoyments of necessity, but modern 
invention and enterprise has changed 
all this, says the Biddeford Journal. 
The application of steam as a motive 
;»wer marked the first step in the 
:ine of improvement, and the cutting 
down of the 
time required for the 


jansatlantic trip and the increased 
attention to the comfort of voyagers 
has rendered an ocean trip little to 


e dreaded except by the most tim- 
:1 or by those who are constitution- 
ally disposed to suffer from sea sick- 
ness on the slightest 
provocation. 


The Kaiserin Auguste Victoria, 
the 


atest addition to the Hamburg-Amer- 
can line fleet, which made her maid- 
en voyage between Hamburg and Xew 
fork a short time ago, furnishes the 
most recent example of comfort for 
ocean voyagers. This steamer, which 
vas launched last August, is 700 feet 
ong, with 77-foot beam and a depth 
'rom boat deck to keel of 87 feet. 
She has a gross tonnage of 25,000 
tons and a displacement at full load 
of 45.000 tons. As might be expected 
such a steamer is not subject to the 
nfluence of wind and wave 
as 
a 


smaller craft would be, and the pas- 
senger w-ho might reckon on a severe 
attack of sea sickness on a smaller 
vessel would be reasonably sure of 
immunity on the larger vessel. More- 
over, the new steamer is so large and 
so luxuriously appointed 
that 
the 


identity of a ship is completely lost 
in the arrangement of cabins and sa- 
lons. In other words, the new liner 
suggests an ideal hotel rather 
than 


an ocean steamer. 
Among the fea- 


tures of its construction, in addition 
to the elaborately appointed suites of 
apartments, is a smoking room ex 
tending through two decks, 
and 
z 


passenger elevator running through 
five decks. In the main great dining 
room meals are served table d'hote 
and there is a restaurant where meals 
are served on order at all hours. The 
large library has a complete informa 
tion bureau and 
ticket 
office, 
al 


which transportation on all the rail 
ways may be arranged for. There is 
a florist shop where fresh flowers can 
be obtained throughout the 
voyage 


and a palm garden is among the in 
novations. In this, regardless of the 
weather, passengers may pass thei 
time among palms and other genu 
ine tropical foliage. This new steam 
er js lighted by four thousand incan 
descent lamps and when all are light 
ed there are no dark corners. 
In 


fact there are few conveniences fo 
passengers 
overlooked. 
Even 
tin 


photographer who wishes to dcvclor 
his plates or films before 
reaching 


port has a dark room with all its 
pliances provided. The elevator sei 
\ice adds greatly to the imprcssio 
that one is in a hotel instead of on 
board a steamer. Up to the 
main 


deck, there are five decks extending 
the full length of the ship, and above 
this there are five more decks, three 
oi which arc promenade decks, with 


total area of about 30,000 square 


feet. Three of those decks are for 
the nso of first cabin passengers; the 
second cabin passengers 
have 
one 


deck and part of another, while third 
cabin and steerage passengers 
fire 


confined to the use of two docks. The 
driving power of

new liner, 


whic'a consists of two engines of 17,- 
200 horso power each, is sufficient to 
maintain a speed of eighteen knots 
an hour.

It is Interesting to note that Prof. 


Reid was appointed by the state de- 
partment, as delegate from the United 


. States to the intei national seismologi- 


cal conference leld in Strasburg, Ger- 
many, from July 24 to 28, 1903. Dele- 
gates were present by invitation of 
the German government from 19 coun- 
tries, and an International association 
was then formed tor cooperative inves- 
tigation of earthquake phenomena. The 
constitution adopted 
provides for a 


general assembly to meet at least once 
In four years and a permanent com- 
mission, composed of one delegate from 
each nation, which will direct the work 
of the association. A central bureau ia 
located at Strasburg In connection with 
the Imperial 
seismological 
station 


there, and reports are forwarded to its 


j director and are published from time 


to time. 


The association was joined by many 


countries but 'he United States has 
not yet signified Its intention of becom- 
ing a member. The permanent com- 
mission or executive committee of the 
association was organized 
in .Berlin 


last summer. Prof: Reid was present 
at that meeting a'so. After his return 
he recommended, as he did after his 
return from the Strasburg conference, 
that the United States join the associ- 
ation. 


The director of the geological sur- 


vey has recommended in a letter to 
the secretary of the interior, that the 
United States accept the invitation of 
the German government to join the 
international 
seismolcglcal 
associa- 


tion, provided that congress shall see 
fit to make the necessary appropria- 
tion. The total sum that congress Is 
called on to appropriate annually Is 
$1.300, which includes $800, the fee that 
the United States would be required 
to contribute to the association and 


1 5500 for the expanses of the delegate.
